Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded. 

On the 30th June, 1969 a patrol party of 19th Battalion 
Central Reserve Police proceeded on patrolling duty to 
check the activities of certain extremists in Kankagiri hills, 
Andhra Pradesh and to find out their hide-outs. On the 1st 
July, 1969 the party noticed grains of rice and cigarette butt* 
on a jungle track leading towards a hill-top. The party sus- 
pected the presence of such extremists in that area and 
followed the clue. 

The party started climbing up the hill. When they were 
100 yards short of the hill-top, they were fired upon. 
The advance was, however, held up due to the party 
being in a disadvantageous and vulnerable position as

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they were on lower ground and were exposed to fire from 
the top of the hill. In the process of locating the gang, No, 
21938 Constable John, a member of the patrol party spotted 
one among them firing from behind cover of a big rock. 
In complete disregard of his personal safety, he took the 
initiative and acting with courage, crawled about 50 yards 
and took careful aim and shot him. Immediately thereafter, 
Naik Brahm Dass ordered his men to charge on the hostile 
post. The extremists did not wait for the attacking party to 
reach them at the hill-top and fled away leaving behind the 
injured man shot by No, 21938 Constable John, 

The Central Reserve Police party recovered 2 live cartridge* 
of 12 bore ammunition, one folding knife, 4 spears, 8 country 
made bombs, some khaki uniforms, a bundle of documents 
and a Philips Transistor Radio. The documents ^ave useful 
information regarding the organisation and activities to the 
local police and together with the Radio (which was indenti- 
flable) provided useful information about this gang. 

In this encounter Naik Brahm Dass and Constable John 
showed commendable bravery, courage and initiative,

The gang of dacoit Kalua had been committing dacoities 
and kidnappings in the Shivpuri District. On the 25th 
September, 1969, information was received by the Police that 
the gang was present in the thick jungle near village Garhi 
Barod. Police parties were sent to round up the gang. 
Sarvashri Kalyan Singh and Jagdish Singh were the scouts of 
one of the Police parties. Tn the thick jungle and darkness 
of the night, these policemen lost contact with the rest of the 
party and suddenly came in contact with the dacoits. This 
completely surprised the dacoits and they ran way hclter 
skelter. Shri Jagdish Singh, however, caught hold of one of 
the dacoits who was armed with a mizzle loading gun and 
grappled with him in disregard of his persona] safety. The 
dacoit tried to strangle to death Shri Jagdish Singh and 
snatch away his weapon.

The Central Land Reforms Committee 

No. F. 11-16/70 -LRU — The programme of land reforms 
has assumed national importance both as in instrumental of 
social justice and as an important factor for agricultural 
development in the country. The broad outline of the land 
policy as followed in the States was enunciated in the First 
Five Year Plan, which was elaborated In the Second and 
reiterated in the Third and Fourth Five Year Plans. 

2. A review of l a ad reforms reveals that though consider- 
able progress has been achieved in the implementation of 
land reforms, yet there are many gaps In objectives and 
legislation and between the laws and their Implementation. 

3. In November 1969 the various problems of land reforms 
were considered at length at the Chief Ministers’ Conference 
convened by the Minister of Food, Agriculture, Community 
Development and Cooperation. The Conference recom- 
mended a minimum programme for speedy implementation of 
land reform measures. Since the implementation of the pro- 
grammes arc lo be handled by the State Governments, the 
concensus at the Conference was that there should be a 
Central Body for matching the progress and providing guid- 
ance to the State Governments. The need for a Central 
Committee was also supported by the Planning Commission. 
In pursuance of these recommendations a Central Land Re- 
forms Committee has been set up composed of the follow- 
ing : — 

(1) Minister of Food, Agriculture. Commu- 
nity Development & Cooperation Chairman 

(2) Minister of Law and Social Welfare Member 

(3) Deputy Chairman, Planning Commission Member 

(4) Minister of State in the Ministry of Food 

and Agriculture Member 

(5) Minister of State (Homo Affairs) in the 

Ministry of Home Affairs Member 

(6) Member (Agriculture). Planning Com- 
mission Member 

Ihe Prime Minister would also be kept In touch with the 
activities of the Committee. 

4. In consultation with the Slate Governments, the Central 
Committee will co-opt one or more members in each State 
to function as members of the Committee in relation to the 
programme of work in respect of that State. 

5. Secretary (Agriculture) will be the Convenor of the 
Committee and Joint Secretary incharge of Land Reforms will 
be the Joint Convenor, 

6. The functions of The Central Committee will be as 
follows 

(i ) to maintain continuous study of problems relating 
lo the ownership, management, cultivation and dis- 
tribution of land; 

(il) to assist States in determining and carrying out 
programme of land reforms; 

(iii) to evaluate and report from time to time upon the 
operation, progress and effects of measures of 
land reform including enforcement of limits on 
personal cultivation and ownership, reduction of 
rent, security of tenure, consolidation of holdings 
and prevention of their fragmentation, etc. 


(iv) to advise on schemes of resettlement on land for 
the landless agricultural workers, conferment of 
ownership of homesteads or house sites to the land- 
less agricultural labourers, including members of 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes, and other 
related problems. 

(v) to recommend such measures and adjustments in 
land policy as may be necessary with a view to the 
fulfilment of the Directives of State Policy prescribed 
in the Constitution and the programme and objec- 
tives of the Five Year Plans, 

(vi) to advise and assist the States in formulating pro- 
posals enacting suitable legislation and expediting 
implementation; 

(vii) to entrust special problems for study to individual 
experts and long-term problems to Land Reforms 
Centre which is in the process of being Bet up. 

7. The Headquarters of the Central Committee will be at 
New Delhi.

The Government of Uttar Pradesh had to 
organise immediately an emergent massive silt clearance 
operation at a heavy expense to ensure rabi irrigation to the 
area under the command of the canal, In consultation with ■ 
the Government of Uttar Pradesh, the Government of India 
have decided to set-up a Committee to enquire, examine and 
report on the following ; — 

1 . The causes that led to the silting of the canal; 

2. The current rules and regulations for the operation 
of the canal and their adequacy, and whether they 
were followed intelligently; 
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3, Any measures that should have been anticipated and 
taken to control the situation more effectively.
